The building was purchsed and moved to its present location 
in 1892 and enlarged in 1899. The interior presents a churchly 
appearance.

Twenty-five years ago, there was but one English Lutheran 
congregation in the great Lutheran Northwest. This was St. 


_ John’s, Minneapolis, with seven members, and the Rev. G. H. 


Trabert as Pastor. It celebrated its twenty-fifth anniversary 
during the convention of the Central Conference; the founder 
of the congregation preaching the historical sermon. From 


_ this humble beginning the work has grown, and today:as a 


result there are sixty congregations with seven thousand 


» communicant members. 


We meet on historic ground. Twenty-five years ago, the 
first English Lutheran service was held in Red Wing. The © 
old Swedish Lutheran Church was the place, and the preacher 
was the Rev. G. H. Trabert. From this beginning we have 
St. Paul’s. The old Swedish church has given place to the 


new and more beautiful edifice in which we will hold our | 


twenty-fifth anniversary services. In the year 1889, the first 
English Lutheran service was held in Wisconsin in the city 
of Milwaukee, by the Rev. W. K. Frick, late Professor in 
Gustavus Adolphus college St. Peter, Minn., who has since 
been connected in some manner with the organization of all 
our Wisconsin churches. The Rev. A. J. D. Haupt, D. D., 
labored successfully in planting the church in the city of St. 


Paul. These three pioneers have been spared to us, two are 


still members of the Synod. The third Dr. Haupt labored 
nearly 24 years upon this territory and was a member of this 
Synod until April 1. He is now superintendnet of Inner Mis- 
sions for the city of Pittsburg. We regret his absence from 
this convention. To commemorate this event in the history 
of our Synod, the Executive committee has arranged for a 
special service on Sunday <5 aha June 28, in the Swedish 


Lutheran church. 


What progress the Lutheran church has made in the 
passed twenty-five years! She has grown from 3,350 min- 
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isters, 6,384 congregations, 823,295. communicants, to 8,052 
‘ministers, 13,142 congregations, 2,012,536 communicants. From 
the 16th, on the roll of denominations she has advanced to 
the third place. Her benevolent contributions have more 
than cuadrupled. BHighteen synods, five of which are connect- 
ed with the General Council, were organized. Nine theological 
seminaries, thirteen colleges, three ladies’ seminaries, twenty- 
one homes for the aged, thirty orphanags, nine deaconess in- 


stitution, nine emmigrant and seamens’ missions, have been — 


founded. Greater interest is manifested in all parts of the 
church for Home and Foreign Missions. A valuable aid to 


the church, in developing a true Lutheran consciousness in — 
our youth was the organization of the Luther League. The — 


first society was organized in 1887 in St. Peter’s Lutheran 
church, New York. The National Association, which from its 


polyglot character might be called international, was organ- — 


ized on Reformation day, 1895 in Pittsburg, Pa. More than 


47,000 of our youth are members of it. The publication’ of 


the graded series of text books for our Sunday schools was 
a step in advance of any thing thus far published. While 
the church has greatly grown numerically, it has been most 


marked in those Synodical bodies which adhere closest to the 


Symbolical Books and the usages which are peculiar to our 


Lutheran Zion. Likewise, they have shown greater interest 
in the various branches of Christian activity. The method 


of our missionary operations has changed. It is now national 


instead of synodical. We have become more systematic and 


more progressive and are better able to cope with the present 
conditions. The .1eld missionaries and the church extension 


fund are playing prominent parts in the rapid development of’ 


our missions. The latter, in the General Council, has grown 
from a little more than $1000 to over $150,000. Cast your 


eye where you will, the church has advanced during these - 


25 years. Never was the church more active than now. 


Preaching the gospel in 11 languages in our country she is 
destined to rank first in agmbers, gadis and influence. |

THE CONFERENCES. 


It was my privilege to attend both meetings of the Central 
Conference, and one, the Oshkosh meeting of the Eastern 


Conference. At all the meetings there was a large attendance 


of the clerical members, but a small one of lay delegates. 
The Eastern Conference took steps to secure a Field Mis- 
sianry of its own and under its control. An agent was also 
provided for, whose office it shall be to secure funds for his 
galary. While this was a commendable act on the part of the 
Conference, yet it has overstepped its bounds; as no such 
powers are granted to Conferences by the constitution. Inas- 
much as other matters relative to the missionary operations 
of Conferences will be brought up at this convention, I would 
recommend that a special»committee on Conferences be ap- 
pointed, and that a change be made in our By-Laws under 
Article II, section 7, authorizing the appointment of a regular 
committee on Conferences, whose duty shall be to review the 


work of Conferences and report the same to Synod with re- 
commendations, if necessary. : 


THE MINISTER AND MINISTERS’ WIDOWS AND 
ORPHAN’S FUND. 


‘It is with pleasure that we note, that after an existence of 
two years, over $1100 are in the Fund. This fact should com- 
mend it to the pastors and congregations.

Report of the Board of Control 
of Ministers’ and Ministers’ Widow’s and Orphans’ Fund 


The amount of the fund at the beginning of the Synodical 
year was in the form of a note, made payable on demand, by 
the C. A. Smith Timber company for $470.84, interest at 6%. 


In December last a circular letter was sent to every pastor 

of the Synod requesting that the attention of the congrega- 
tions be called to this fund at their angual meetings. It was 
also stated that it was the opinion of the Board that when 


_ ‘the Synod has taken action in a matter, a sense of honor and 


of loyalty should impel every minister and congregation to, 
as far as lies in their power, comply with such action. More 
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over, when it: regards a matter so important as the support 


- of ministers in their old age, or when disabled, or the needed 


support of widows and orphans of those who have devoted 


their lives to the service of the church, to refuse to aid the 


cause seems to show a lack of sympathy, in conflict with the 
spirit of the gospel. 


| The expense for sending the circular letter was borne by 
the board, and not one cent was token from the fund for 
expenses of any character. :

pastors and congregations so that the fund now contains 
- $1109.93 which was again invested with the C. A. Smith Tim- . 


ber Co., and a note taken with interest at 6%. 


At the last meeting of your Board it was resolved that the 
Synod be requested to instruct the Board that a circular be 
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sent out to the congregations and pastors each year before 
their annual meetings, calling attention to this fund. 

It is a matter of congratulation that such a good beginning 
has been made in the gathering of this fund and that so many

Report of bi tha Counell 


The 31st Convention of the General Council was held in the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, Buffalo, N. Y., Rev. F. A. Kaehler, 
D. D., pastor, September 12-—-17, 1907. There were 115 Clerical 
and 79 Lay Delegates, a total of 194. This Synod was re- 
presented by three clerical and one lay delegate. The statis- 
tics show that the General Body consists of 1,497. ministers, 
2,347 congregations and 456,429 communicants. 


This being the 40th anniversary of the founding of the 
General Council, the President naturally dwelt at length upon 
the growth, achievements and influence of our general body, 
and reviewed eee the progress made sgt: the 

past 40 years. 

of the English Home Mission Board showed 
that during the biennium nine missions were transfered to 
the self-sustaining list and that six self-sustaining parishes had 
been established. Also that 31 missions are still being as- 
sisted by the Board. 


The contributions during the biennium were $30, 470.37, of 
which amount, $1,278.79 was contributed by this Synod. 


The total number of ministers in the General Council is 
823, with 397 missionaries, 44,943 communicant members, 
29,911 Sunday School scholars, and property valued at $2,- 
168,$53.00. 


At this convention it was decided that the General Su- 
perintendent, the Field Secretaries and the Secretaries of the 
Church Extension Society arrange an itinerary of the various 
Synods, in order to arouse more interest in this important 
phase of the Church’s activity than has yet been manifested. 
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The plan for the unification of the English Home Missions 
was finally adopted. 


2. The report of the Windia: Mission Board gives a gen- | 
eral summary of work of the biennium. It indicated that 
general progress has been made in the Foreign field and that 
the various departments are in good condition. One new 
missionary has been added to the force in the person of Dr.. 
Amy Rohrer of Lancaster, Pa. Contributions for the biennium — 
were $73,595.00. This Synod contributed $991.46. 


3. The Board of Slav Missions reported that Rev. A. L. 
Ramer, Ph. D., had been called by the Board to superintend 
the missions among the Slavs, and that he had accepted the 
call. Dr. Ramer will enter upon the work after spending some 
time in Hungary familiarizing himself with the Slovak lan- 
guage. The Board requested that $4,000 be apportioned among 
the different Synods of the General Council, for this work. 
This Synod is apportioned $50.00. 


4. The Church Extension Society reports a capital of 
$134,708.87. During the biennium new loans to the amount 
of $17,408.00 were made. 


5. ‘The Board of Publication reported that the total re- 
ceipts for the biennium were $168,015.05. The value of the 
property held by the Board is $123,835.30. 


6. The Porto Rico Missions include three organized con- 
gregations with a communicant membership of 143. Receipts 
during the biennium were $8,415.85. Sexagesima Sunday was | 
set apart for offerings for the Porto Rican work. 


7. Inner Missions received careful and thorough consider- 
ation. The Committee on Inner Missions was instructed to 
appoint a suitable person as General Secretary, whose duty 
it shall be to travel about in the General Council presenting 


the cause to the various congregations, and also to assist in 
organizing tue work. | 


8. The request of this Synod for a common musical ootting 
for the “Common Service” was presented, and. referred to the 
Committee on Church Music, with instructions to report at 

the next convention of the General Council. 


9. The Fundamental Principles of Faith and Church Polity

The latter own 22 church — 
buildings and 6 parsonages. Their property is valued at $275,- 


300, on which there is an indebtedness of $87,500. The in- 


crease of local expenditures over those of last year was nearly 
$10,000; the increase of property valuation was over $13,000; 


while the increase of indebtedness in the whole synod was | 
only $4,000.. In 1907; the synod numbered 5,112 (corrected 


total) communicant members. During the year, there were 
635 losses and 1,199 gains; a net gain of 564, making the total 
communicant membership at present, 5,676. Our — bap- 
tized 45$' infants.

interested. Not only does the Motherhouse appeal to us 
eet for the training of deaconesses, but also as a training school | 
for Christian Kindergarten Teachers, to which your Committee 
begs leave to call special attention. The Wisconsin State 
Luther League will at its next Convention devote. its smears 
program to “Inner Missions.” 


Sere Minneapolis an Inner Mission Society exists, composed. 
| of the several nationalities represented in the congregations 
in the City. One dollar a year is required to be a member, 
_ previded he is a member of one of the Lutheran Congrega- 
tions and ten dollars secures a life membership. They have 
established a Hospice and House for young women and have 
secured an excellent property centrally located. The property 
is worth $40,000 and was secured for $15,000, a member of 
our Synod donating $9,000, the balance being a mortgage be- 
coming due in 1910. It required about $2,000 to furnish the 
home and the same amount in alterations and repairs. 


The home was opened early in Sept. 1907 and has sheltered. ; 
a large number of young women for a larger or shorter period. 
- {This is only the beginning of Inner Mission work on our 
territory and as soon as possible there will be prananne going 
out in other directions. |
